“Sexual Encounters of the Floral Kind” 


Unlike their counterparts in the animal 
kingdom, plants reproduce sexually but 
never meet their mates. Instead they have 
devised ingenious lures and deceptive traps 
so that insects, birds and other visitors will 
transport their pollen from one plant to 
another. In Sexual Encounters of the Floral 
Kind, the ingenuity of the photographers 
was matched only by that of their subjects. 
One of the sequences in this film, made by 
John Cooke and members of the Oxford 
Scientific Films Company, shows a Costa 
Rican orchid entrapping a bee and then, 
while letting it escape through a secret 
passage, attaching a package of pollen to 
its back. 


Dr. B.J.D. Meeuse, Professor of Botany at 
the University of Washington in Seattle, 
served as scientific advisor during the seven 
year preparation of Sexua/ Encounters of 
the Floral Kind. Dr. Meeuse will introduce 
the film and answer questions following the 
screening. Don’t miss this rare opportunity 
at the August members’ meetings.

Special Exhibits 


Special exhibits at the California Academy 
of Sciences are an important part of the 
museum’s many activities. In addition to the 
classes and travel programs offered to 
members of the Academy, the special ex- 
hibits, either developed by our staff or 
brought in from other museums, give our 
visitors another enjoyable way to learn 
about the world around them.

This month there are seven excellent tem- 
porary exhibits found throughout the 
Academy, and with our summer hours (10 to 
7:30 everyday!) it’s a great time to enjoy 
your museum in the quiet evening hours. 


Crossroads of the Ancient World: Israel’s 
Archaeological Heritage features 200 ar- 
tifacts and works of art from land and 
marine excavations around the ancient 
seaport of Haifa, Israel. In the center of the 
room a long display case serves as a 
timeline which shows what was going on in 
some of the world’s great civilizations from 
the 18th century B.C. through the 4th cen- 
tury A.D. This exhibit is made possible by 
major funding from the Koret Foundation 
with additional support from many generous 
donors. Through September 5 in Lovell 
White Hall. 


Pressed On Paper an exhibition of fish and 
plant rubbings continues in Hohfeld Gallery 
outside the auditorium. These contemporary 
prints revive the ancient art of the Japanese 
printing technique known as gyotaku. 
Humor, as well as beauty, describes this 
special exhibit being circulated to various 
museums by SITES (Smithsonian Institution 
Traveling Exhibition Service). Through 
September 18. 


At Mono Lake, the major photographic show 
on display in the McBean-Peterson 
Galleries, takes visitors to the stark and 
beautiful wilderness area east of Yosemite 
National Park. There are 100 photographs by 
52 American photographers including Ansel 
Adams, Brett and Edward Weston, and Ed- 
ward S. Curtis. The earliest photo was taken 
in 1868 and one spectacular view was 
“Snapped” from outer space by NASA’s 
Landsat camera in 1977. An informative in- 
troductory panel gives you useful 
background on the geological history of the 
lake that seems to be constantly in the 
news. Through October 15. 


In the Fish Roundabout you will find The 
Quilt a queen-size project from the Califor- 
nia Marine Mammal Center, our good 
neighbors at Fort Cronkhite who take care 
of abandoned or orphaned marine mam- 
mals. Artists who contributed to this stunn- 
ing bedcover include Lowell Herrero, 
Richard Ellis, Pieter Folkens, Dugald 
Stermer and many, many more. Through

The world’s finest collection of Fancy Col- 
ored Diamonds: The Rainbow Gems Collec- 
tion is in a jewel box setting in the Gem 
Room at the entrance to Mineral Hall.

A photographic tour of the American 
Southwest by photographer Jeff Nicholas is 
on display in Cowell Hall Gallery in Win- 
dows & Walls through October 2.

Join George Stuart, staff member of National 
Geographic and author of “The Mysterious 
Maya’, as he leads the Academy’s specially 
planned exploration of Central Mexico and 
Oaxaca. From Mexico City, participants will 
visit the magnificent ruins of Teotihuacan, 
the ancient Toltec capital of Tula, Tepot- 
zotlan, the graceful pyramid of Tenayuca, 
and the wonderful National Museum of An- 
thropology. Members will drive west from 
Mexico City to the extraordinary site of 
Malinalco, south to the colonial town of Tax- 
co, and then on to Cuernavaca, viewing 
numerous examples of Maya, Teothihuacan, 
Toltec, Zapotec and Mixtec art and architec- 
ture. From Cuernavaca we travel back to 
Mexico City, visiting Puebla en route.

New Zealand and Fiji

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Northwest Passage Voyage 
August 19 - September 27, 1984 
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A “first” in the history of adventure voyages 
will be made when the M.S. Lindblad Ex- 
plorer carves out a path from Greenland 
across arctic waters through the Yukon and 
Alaska to reach Yokohama. The Explorer is a 
one-of-a-kind vessel, specially designed with 
a doubly reinforced hull, bow thruster, and 
powerful engines to travel safely and esily 
through the pack ice of the polar regions. 
Passengers joining this 36-day voyage will 
embark in St. John’s, Newfoundland, and 
head north via Greenland into Dundas Har- 
bour and Resolute Bay. The ship will then 
head west to Prince Leopold Island, on 
through Bellot and James Ross Straits, and 
to Gjoa Haven. “Northwest Passage”’ par- 
ticipants will also explore Queen Maud Gulf, 
Perry River, Victoria Island, Banks Island, 
Kendall Island (Northwest Territory) and 
Herschel Island (Yukon). The Explorer will 
then reach Point Barrow on the northern- 
most tip of Alaska. From here the ship sets 
off through the Bering Strait to St. Lawrence 
Island. The remainder of this historical 
voyage will be filled with intriguing visits to 
Pinnacle, St. Matthew and Attu Islands 
before reaching Kushiro (Hokkaido), and 
Yokohama. Some of the world’s finest 
naturalists and scholars will share their 
knowledge of the history, culture and wildlife 
of this area. Costs for the extraordinary 
voyage will range from $15,000 to $20,000 per 
person. This is a fund raising activity for the 
Academy; a portion of the listed cost will be 
tax-deductible.
